During the interview, the undersigned applicants' attorney and Examiner West and 
Examiner Hoff discussed a draft response containing claim amendments offered for purposes of 
discussion and to facilitate a discussion of allowable subject matter. 

Applicants' attorney offered reasons for allowance of claims directed to a communication 
device having sequence signal time domain reflectometry capability. Discussion regarding the 
non-obviousness of such claims was discussed. Support by an Inventor Declaration was 
proposed.
